MURDERS DOWN SO FAR THIS YEAR; 
OVERALL VIOLENT CRIME FLAT; 
MOTOR VEHICLE THEFTS - AND ARRESTS - UP 


MEMPHIS, TN - The Memphis Shelby Crime Commission has released crime figures for the 
first quarter of 2017 based on preliminary data from the Tennessee Bureau of Investigation's 
(T.B.I.'s) Incident Based Reporting System (TIBRS). 

After a disturbing increase last year, murders have dropped 26 percent both countywide 
and in the city of Memphis compared to the first quarter of 2016 - an encouraging sign. 

The overall major violent crime rate was essentially flat compared to the first quarter of last 
year, with increases of less than one-half of one percent both countywide and in the city of 
Memphis. Major violent crimes include murders, rapes, robberies, and aggravated assaults. 
(Under the T.B.I.'s system, murder includes the intentional, non-justifiable killing of a person. 
Not every homicide is a murder.) 

Major property crimes (composed of burglaries, motor vehicle thefts, and other felony 
thefts) during the first three months of this year compared to the first three months of 2016 
increased14.6 percent in Memphis and 12.9 percent countywide. The major cause continues 
to be an uptick in motor vehicle thefts. Countywide, over one thousand motor vehicle thefts 
were reported through March compared to less than seven hundred during the first three 
months of last year, with the vast majority occurring in the city of Memphis. 
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At the same time, though, Memphis Police Director Michael Railings stated that arrests in 
Memphis for motor vehicle theft so far this year are significantly above last year's arrests at 
this point. 

Total arrests for motor vehicle theft by MPD in the first quarter of 2017 are 68 percent over 
that of the same time frame in 2016. Adult arrests for motor vehicle theft in the first quarter 
of 2017 were 59 percent over that of the same time frame in 2016. Juveniles charged with 
motor vehicle theft in the first quarter of 2017 were 81 percent over that of the same time 
frame in 2016. 

"While the increase in motor vehicle thefts is of concern, it is encouraging that law 
enforcement is responding through aggressive enforcement as reflected in the increase in 
arrests. Hopefully, this will send a clear message to perpetrators and serve as a deterrent 
going forward," said Bill Gibbons, president of the Memphis Shelby Crime Commission and 
executive director of the Public Safety Institute at the University of Memphis. 

The overall crime rate is measured by 54 separate categories of "Group A crimes" tracked by 
the T.B.I. Through March, the overall crime rate was up in the city of Memphis by 7.1 
percent compared to the first quarter of last year and up 4.9 percent countywide. The 
overall crime rate has been trending downward for the last ten years (2007-2016). 

Attached are tables which give a more detailed breakdown of various categories of crime for 
certain years and comparisons to other years.

About the Crime Statistics. The Operation: Safe Community monthly crime trends report uses data 
reported by local enforcement agencies to TIBRS. TIBRS is the Tennessee Incident Based Reporting 
System, which was developed and is maintained by the Tennessee Bureau of Investigation. An 
incident is defined in TIBRS as "one or more offenses committed by the same offender, or group of 
offenders acting in concert, at the same time and place." Reported major violent crime and domestic 
violence offenses, however, uniquely refer to a victim count versus an incident count. All rates are 
calculated based on per 100,000 population.
